day of conversion; but would have plac 
ed the candidates ou trial many days, or 
years; and perhaps in many instances 
would have chosen, to defer the admin 
istration of the ordinance, till near the 


close of life. But they were commanded 





to baptize all, who were willing to be 
lieve, to be put on probation, to be in- 
istructed and to comply with the terns 
jot salvation.
